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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner received a call from Robert Pilaud on 10/28/2010 related to Notice 
of Allowance dated 10/27/2010. It was brought to the examiner's attention that claim 47 
should not have been canceled in the Notice of Allowance, because the reason for the 
deletion of dependent claims 3, 7, 11 , 15, 19, 23, 27 and 31 does not apply to claim 47. 
Namely, in the Amendment filed 06/17/2010, independent claims 1, 5, 9, 13, 17, 21, 25 
and 29 were amended to remove the recitation of R 2 being "one selected from the group 
consisting of hydrogen, an alkyl group having 1 to 6 carbon atoms, and.." Independent 
claim 45 was not amended in the same manner as independent claims 1,5,9, 13, 17, 
21 , 25 and 29, but the X and Y groups are limited to a divalent heterocyclic group 
having 5 to 10 carbon atoms. As a result, claim 47 should not have been deleted. 

Also on page 2 of the office action, the examiner inadvertently indicated that 
claim 5 was canceled; however, the examiner intended to indicate that claim 3 was 
canceled not claim 5. 

This supplemental Allowance is set forth to correct the issues detailed above. 

Claims 1-2, 5-6, 9-10, 13-14, 17-18, 21-22, 25-26, 29-30 and 33-47 allowed.
